Oil Burner Explodes Too 
NEWPORT NEWS, Va., Sept. 8.— 
A launch from the New Hampshire 
reports that three men are killed and 
eleven missing. The trouble was caus­ 
ed by an explosion of oil in the fire 
room. 
Wireless reports from the fleet 
say the barrel of oil which exploded 
was in the fire room and was imme­ 
diately followed by the explosion of 
an oil burner. 
The report that three were killed 
seems to be confirmed, though noth­ 
ing definite could be obtained up to 
3 o’clock as to the l l reported miss­ 
ing. 
All the flags of the ships of the At­ 
lantic fleet are now at half mast, in­ 
dicating that official news of the 
disaster has been transmissed to the 
various vessels.
